J. M. Henry, Presiding Elder, asked in behalf of J. R. Roy, the 
Supernumerary Relation, having withdrawn the request for the Super- 
annuate Relation, and, on motion, his name was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations for the Supernumerary Relation. 

— What traveling preachers are elected deacons? was 
resumed. 

The' name of Walter Lee Hunter was called, his character passed, 
and, the Committee of Examination reporting favorably he was elected 
to deacon’s orders, and advanced to class of the third year. 
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Question 12. — What traveling preachers are elected elders? was 
called. 

The names of William Henry Coleman, Samuel Leonidas Riggs, 
Eugene L. Cargill, and Henry Thompson Carley were called, their 
chaj'acters passed, and, the Committee of Examination reporting favor- 
ably, they were elected to elder’s orders. 

The name of Henry Beach Carre, already an elder, was called, 
and, the Committee of Examination reporting favorably he was gradu- 
ated in the Conference Course. 

Question 7. — Who are the deacons of one year? was called. 

The name of Nelson F. Hoffpauir was called his character passed, 
and, not having been before the Committee of Examination, he was com- 
tinued in class of fourth year, as a deacon of one year. 

The names of A. J. Coburn, J. S. Rutledge, J. D. Nesom, W. W. 
Holmes, J. F. Waltman and L. N. Hoffpauir, in the class of the third 
year, were called, and the Committee of Examination reporting 
favorably, they were advanced to the class of the fourth year as 
deacons of one year, except L. N. Hoffpauir, already in elder’s 
orders. 

The names of L. L. Roberts, J. L. Sutton, F. M. Freeman and A. F. 
Vaughan, were called, their characters were passed, and, not having 
been before the Committee of Examination they were continued in 
the class of the third year as deacons of one year 

W. B. Inaburt, Alternate from the Monroe District, was sub- 
stituted for W. B. Saunders, Principal. 

Question 6. — Who were received by transfer from other Confer- 
ences? was called and answered as follows: 

H. T. Carley, in the class of the fourth year, from the Mississippi 
Conference; L. A. Humphreys, in class of the third year, from the 
Northwest Mexican Mission Conference; Felix R. Hill, from the Ten- 
nessee Conference; J. A. Rice, from the Alabama Conference; A. S. 
Lutz, from the Pacific Conference, and A. F. Vaughan, in the class of 
the third year, already in orders, from the Montana Conference. 

W. E. Boggs submitted the report of the Shreveport College 
Commission, as follows, which, on motion, was adopted: 

We, the commission, continued at the last session of the Confer- 
ence, “With authority to take all necessary steps for the execution of 
the plan set forth in the report of the Commission,’’ made at the 
last session, beg leave to report as follows: 

The first session of the Commission, held at Shreveport, March 
6, 1906, appointed an executive committee, composed of Revs. W. E. 
Boggs and C. B. Carter, together with an advisory board, consisting 
of J. P. Scott, J. J. Booth, J. B. Hutchinson, P. M. Welsh, W. B. 
Glassell, Bryan Ardis, and J. H. Jordan, with instruction to look out 
for a suitable site for the proposed college. 

A second meeting of the Commission held in New Orleans, Oct. 
9, 1906, considered several offers of sites for the college, but not being 
able to settle definitely upon any of these sites, the matter of finally 
determining this question was left with the executive committee, 
acting in conjunction with the advisory board. 

A joint meeting of the executive committee and the advisory board 
was held in Shreveport, Oct. 17th, and after canvassing the matter 
of the site offered, it was decided by unanimous vote to accept the 
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forty acres of land made by the Rutherford-Atkins Realty Company. 
The said company also made a donation of five thousand dollars 
($5,000) the same to be paid in five notes by the company, of one 
thousand dollars ($1000) to be paid in one, two, three, four and five 
years. The sum of twenty-five hundred dollars, was also offered by 
Mr. Andrew Curie, a citizen of Shreveport, to be used for the purpose 
of putting a man in the field as agent for the college. 

Acting under the instructions above quoted we have accepted 
title to the above property, in the name of W. E. Boggs, agent for the 
Louisiana Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, South. Material 
is being placed on the ground, and citizens of Shreveport are paying 
first installment of the voluntary tax. 

In the judgment of the Commission, the time has come for definite 
and immediate action in the matter of placing proper building upon 
the grounds and making every effort to open the institution next Sep- 
tember. We trust that, in view of the favorable conditions above 
indicated, the Board of Education of this Conference will recommend 
such action as may facilitate the consummation of this work. 

We also desire to mention the appreciation of the Commission 
of the liberal offer of Capt. S. B. McCutchen, of forty acres of land, 
in another part of the city, which we did not think as favorable for 
the purposes of the college as the site accepted. We were offered 
also ten acres of land and a money bonus by the Queensborough Land 
Company, and we hereby express our appreciation of the liberal offer, 
even though we did not find it advisable to accept these propositions. 

We are convinced that it is entirely feasible, under proper manage- 
ment, to push this work to a successful issue.

We do not question the wisdom of the Almighty in making the 
fourth commandment of the Decalougue very explicit and forceful, 
in view of the constitutional needs of man for a day of rest and wor- 
ship. Nor do we doubt that Christ,* both by precept and example, 
rigidly observed the law of the Sabbath as the Jewish rest day, 
and thus acknowledged this to be one of the foundation laws upon 
which his kingdom was to be established. Therefore, we are prepared 
to interpret history as revealing the fact that the rigid observance 
of the holy Sabbath has always been inseparable from genuine 
piety and true holiness, and that contempt for this, as any other 
of God’s laws has ever been a twin sister to atheism and immor- 
ality. Without worship, there can be no genuine godliness, and 
without the observance of the Sabbath day, there can be no worship. 

It is likewise impossible to have an ideal home-life and the consequent 
morality and intelligence so necessary to a strong and patriotic 
manhood. Therefore, we are persuaded that the matter of preserv- 
ing spotless our Christian and American Sabbath is of the gravest 
importance to the Gospel ministers and to the Church of Christ. 

But we are sorry to acknowledge that there are evidences 
1 many that our modern conveniences that require the labor of many 

thousands of men seven days in the week, and the influx of a large 
' European citizenship, with other possible causes, seem to be weaken- 
ing the American church conscience and pulpit voice as to the sin 
of Sabbath desecraton. In our own State, aside from much unnec- 
j essary labor, we are cursed by many forms of Sunday amusements 

in the nature of threatres, baseball games, circuses, and various be- 
nevolent entertainments, that are contrary to the law of God. Against 
i these we utter an uncompromising protest, and to our Christian citi- 

I zenship, we lift a voice of warning that our morality and religion, 

I and consequently our pure civic life and flnal prosperity, is here tested 

I as by fire, and only true fidelity to God can save from the evils that 

are staring us in the face, should these practices continue and in- 
B crease. 

i ' “Therefore, as the ministers and members of the M. E. Church, 

I South, we again express our purpose to keep this law of God our- 

§ selves, and to urge its observance throughout our State, and to give 

I every co-operation with the civil authorities in enforcing our State 

S Sunday law. And, also, we extend an invitation to, and pledge co- 

operation with Dr, Edward Thomson, in establishing the work of 
1 the Sunday Rest League of America, in our State,

Dr. and Mrs. Hamill were with us at each Institute, and the interest 
displayed over the districts was such as to give evidence of growth 
and fuller appreciation of the possibilities of the work. The Ruston 
Institute was especially fine, having in attendance seventy-five dele- | 

gates from points outside of Ruston. The New Orleans Institute was : 

next in interest, with Mansfield and Crowley in the order named. 

Your Board feels that a forward movement is needed, educating 
our teachers and superintendents that they may see the possibilities | 

that lie within their reach, and learn new methods, the better quali- ! 

fying them fob efficient service. i 

Many of the pastors were present, and we hope that during the 
coming year every pastor will make it a point to be in -attendance j 

upon the institute nearest him. You, my brethren, are the key I 

to the situation, and as you throw yourselves into the Sunday School i 
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work, will the Sunday Schools improve and grow in power for good. 
During the year much growth is evidenced by the reports, one district 
reporting nine new schools, while many have taken on new life. 

We commend to you the Sunday School literature of our Church, 
and call your attention to its new dress and marked improvement. 
Our Teachers’ Magazine, Intermediate and Senior Quarterlies, so far 
as we know, have no superior. 

Our Home Department is not being used as it should be, and we 
recommend to our pastors that they urge the superintendents to press 
this part of our work. Let each school in the State be sure to observe 
Children’s Day, and forward the collection to the Conference Treas- 
urer, Rev. W. H. Coleman. Program and literature for Children’s 
Day may be had for the asking, if a letter be sent to H. B. Carre, 
Nashville, Tenn., requesting the same. 

All pastors having needy schools in mission fields should have 
applications for assistance endorsed by Presiding Elder, before for- 
warding request to Brother Carre, the President of the new Board. 
We urge upon the pastors the claims of the children, and suggest 
that occasionally an eleven o’clock service be devoted to the chil- 
dren, and that, at some convenient time, a week of afternoon revival 
services be held leading up to Decision Day, the following Sunday. ' 

We urge that the schools will use one Sabbath in the month, 
say the first, as missionary Sunday, and we urge that missionary libra- 
ries be placed in our schools wherever possible. 

The Study Circle is growing steadily, and we suggest that classes 
be formed in each school. 

Brother, there is no work more important than this, and we 
beg of you that you give your time and prayers to the advancing 
and improving our schools and their methods, and that each pastor 
visit his school for at least fifteen minutes each Sunday.

On motion the name of N. S. Cornell was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations for the Superannuate Relation. 

R. O. Weir presented the Report of the Committee on Temperance, 
which was adopted, as follows: 

We, your Committee on Temperance, beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

We rejoice in the fact that our beloved Church has always stood 
firmly for temperance, and unfiichingly against intemperance in every 
form. We rejoice in the glorious history she has made, and we regard 
her as the best temperance organization in the world. 

We regard intemperance as the most destructive form of evil 
known to man. The liquor traflftc is the great breeder of intemperance, 
and is, therefore, the enemy of God and man. It is leading more souls 
to ruin and death than all other agencies combined. 

This great tyrant has made great strides, and has organized his 
forces for the overthrow of all good. He has infiuence and power. 

He is cruel and heartless. He enters the halls of our Congress and 
legislatures and corrupts our representatives. He enters the temples 
of justice and debauches the judge and perjures the jury. He enters 
the homes of the land and binds and leads to death our young men and 
women. The children’s cry for bread, the widow’s moan, or the 
mother’s pitiful wail over the debauched and ruined child will not move 
him to pity or stop his wild and death-dealing career. Our hearts 
bleed as we look at the vast array of drunkards over whom he holds 
his cruel scepter. 

Therefore, we hereby reaffirm and endorse all former denunci- 
ations of this tyrant, and declare eternal war upon him, and 
pledge ourselves to fight him to the last ditch. We neither ask nor 
give quarter. Death to the liquor traffic is our motto. The saloon 
must go. 

We are glad to recognize a friend in the Anti-Saloon League, 
and are glad to see that the fight that this League has waged and 
is waging against the liquor traffic in our State is growing hotter 
and hotter. The liquor traffic is being hedged in, its territory for action 
is growing smaller and smaller as the fight advances. 

The Anti-Saloon League presses the fight in three ways: 

1. Agitation. 2. Legislation. 3. Law-enforcement. 

Notable advancement in all three lines is apparent in our State. 

All Louisiana is being aroused. Parishes and communities that have 
never before been active in opposition to the liquor traffic are now -r 

stirring themselves. 

High license is one of the effectual means that are now being 
used all over the State to hedge in the traffic and confine it to fewer 
localities. In every case where the license has been made higher, 
the number of saloons has been diminished, and it is generally the case * 

that those saloon men who were forced to close have arrayed them- ■ 
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selves against the traffic. The fight along the lines' of high license 
scored a victory recently m New Orleans. In all the parishes, with the 
exception of about six, the parish license has been increased. Many 
parishes and wards have voted out the saloon altogether. Out of the 
• fifty-nine parishes in the State, twenty-three are free from* saloons. 

The strides made by the Anti-Saloon League in the last few years 
are almost incredible. The legalized saloon will be a thing of the 
past in many of the states before the battle ends. 

Liquor dealers of all classes stand in dread of the American 



Anti-Saloon League. 

Therefore, be it resolved. That we give it our hearty support, 
and that, as followers of Christ, we stand always ready to deal a 
blow to this death dealing traffic whenever an opportunity affords, 
and victory will be ours in the end.

N. E. Joyner presented the report of the Board of Missions, 
which was adopted, as follows; 

Your Board is able to report an increase in our collection for mis- 
sions during the present year. The financial reports show $6,472.00 
for foreign, and $4,514 for domestic missions, a very creditable gain 
over last year. We trust that this is but the beginning of new zeal 
for the kingdom of our Lord. 

In view of the need in our own territory, we decided to make the as- 
. sessment for Home Missions equal to that for Foreign Missions, and 
the amount of each is, for the Conference year, $8,470.00. We urge 
you to make a concerted and continuous effort to raise these amounts 
in full. To do so would work a new epoch in the religious history 
of our State and do much toward the solution of those problems 
which have hitherto baffled us. We do not question your ability to ac- 
complish this task.* 

We call your attenton to the recent efforts made by our General 
Board to accomplish the part our great Church must take in bring- 
ing the world to a knowledge of Christ, the Lord. 

The Home Department, under the leadership of Dr. John R. 
Nelson, is already setting itself to the task of grappling with the many 
difficult problems encountered in our midst. 

The Missionary Training School, located at Nashville, is solving 
the question of trained workers. In connection with it are held 
preachers’ institutes that afford an excellent chance for those of us 
who have a limited opportunity and inadequate training to greatly 
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increase our knowledge of best methods and to widen the field of use- 
fulness. The Young People’s Department of the Board of Missions 
provides suggestions and active assistance in the education of our 
young people in all that concerns the one great work of the Church of 
God. 

The Board has elected N. E. Joyner Conference Secretary, and re- 
quests the Bishop to appoint, if possible, two Missionary Evangelists, 
. one for the Arcadia District, and one for the Conference.

Dr. W. F. McMurry, Corresponding Secretary of the General Board, 
of Church Extension, gives a cheering report of the work throughout 
our connection, but we are pained to learn from his letter that our 
Conference stands 34th in the per cent of appointments having paid 
less than 67 per cent of assessment. Let us resolve, by the grace of 
God, it shall not remain there another year. 

We desire to call especial attention to two items in Dr. McMurry’s re- 
port,or letter: The building of a representative church in the City of 
Washington, D. C., and the Department of Savings Fund for church 
building.

the undersigned memebers of the Louisiana Conference of the M. E. 
Church, South, respectfully beg leave to present the following state- 
ment for your consideration, viz: 

Recognizing as we do the importance of the transfer power 
invested in your high ofl&ce, and the great advantages it affords for 
the purpose of strengthening the weak places in our connection, do, 
nevertheless, sincerely believe that the said power has been exercised 
in the transfer of preachers from other Conferences to our own, for the 
purpose of supplying our more important charges, and in many in- 
stances, charges of much more importance than those served by them 
in the Conferences from which they came, greatly to the discourage- 
ment of the young men of our own Conference. 

In consideration of the above premises, we, the signers hereto, 
respectfully pray you, and in the most loyal spirit to your authority, 
present this, our earnest request, that said custom of transfer for our 
better appointments be disconinued until there exisits. On account of 
scarcity of labor, a real necessity for such exercise of the transfer 
power.

Whereas, in recognition of this condition, the great corporatons 
are voluntarily raising the salaries of their employees, and wages of 
plumbers, carpenters, brick-masons, hod-carriers ,and common laborers 
have for several years shown a remarkable increase; and 

Whereas, with few exceptions, ministers’ salaries have not in- 
creased proportionally, and in many cases have not increased at all; 

Therefore, resolved. That we, the members of the Louisiana Annual 
Conference, respectfully call the attention of the Presiding Elders and 
official boards to the fact that the purchasing power of incomes has 
decreased at least 25 per cent during the last few years; that financial 
anxiety is not necessarily a means of grace, and unpaid bills are a 
heaviness to the soul; that the preacher who is unable to buy books 
for his library, and who is driven to secular labor to provide for his 
family, cannot properly represent the glorious gospel of the Son of 
God that the parlysis of poverty is already resting like a blight upon 
many pastoral charges; and that, while our preachers may continue 
to enjoy religion in spite of these discouragements, it is doubtful if 
our laymen who have the remedy in their hands, can continue to 
enjoy religion in its fulness, unless they do what they can to bring 
about a reasonable increase in contributions for ministerial support.

It is ably edited, and its popularity and useful- 
ness continue to increase. It behooves every preacher to put the 
Epworth Era in the homes of his people. The Junior Topics Quarterly 
and Helps for the Devotional Department should be in all Leagues. 

Your Board makes the following recommendations: 

That we urge all the preachers to impress their Leagues with the 
necessity of meeting the 10 cent assessbent in full. 

Further, that the League of the State undertake as a definite work 
the erection of a church on the lot owned by the League in New Or- 
leans, and that this work be presented to the League of the State 
through the Missionary Secretary. 

Further, that the President of the New Board is requested to ap- 
point one in every district who will represent the League interests 
in said district. 

And furthermore, that the Epworth League Board endorses the 
State organization and pledges a loyal support. 

We further recommend that R. L. Harrall, Hunter Thatcher, and 
J. W. Wynn be appointed a committee to visit the coming session of 
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the Seashore Epworth League Assesmbly, and to express our growing 
interest in this important influence in our midst. 

That, as the Board of the Seashore Epworth League Assembly has 
assumed the debt upon Epworth Lodge, and has asked the co-operation 
of the Leaguers of the three states, we do earnestly request that the 
Leaguers lend their every assistance. 

That we do heartily endorse the Boys’ League, and urge the 
organization of a chapter wherever boys are available.

K. MEMOIRS. 

1. BISHOP JOHN J. TIGERT, D.D. L.L.D. 



I 



Bishop Tigert died at Tulso, I. T., November 21, 1906, lacking 
but four days of having completed his fiftieth year. At the time of 
this writing two months have passed since we sustained the shock 
of this intelligence, but the Church is still discovering the extent 
of its loss in the passing of this great intellectual leader, and his 
friends realize afresh the grief of bereavement. 

Bishop Tigert’s education was obtained in the public schools 
of his native city, Louisville, Ky., Vanderbilt University, the Theolog- 
ical Department of which he entered at its opening in 1875, the 
Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, which he attended, in 1877, 
during his first pastorate. Bethel, in the city of Louisville, and the 
Academic Department of Vanderbilt, which he entered in 1881, while 
maintaining himself and family by teaching in the Theological De- 
partment. 

His second appointment was Franklin, Ky., which he served three 
years. While there he wedded Miss Amelia McTyeire. His appoint- 
ment from 1881, the year of his ordination as elder by Bishop Keener, 
until 1885, was that of Assistant Instructor in Vanderbilt University, 
first in the chair of Church History, afterwards in that of Philosophy. 
To the last he had a growing love for the University, and at the time 
of his death was the Secretary of the Board of Trust and a member 
of the Executive Committee. He held in affection and admiration 
his instructors and cherished their memory. His edition of Summer’s 
Systematic Theology in two massive volumes was a pupil’s tribute of 
affection to the first, and, during his life, the foremost theologian of 
our Church. He later published some of the fruits of his professional 
studies in the “Handbook, of Logic,’’ a standard work; “Theism: A 
Survey of the Paths That Lead to God; and “The Christianity of 
Christ and the Apostles.” 

He returned to the pastorate in 1900 as a member of the South- 
west Missouri Conference, and spent a shortened quadrennum as 
pastor of North Avenue Church, Kansas City, Mo. Though a diligent 
pastor and studious preacher, out of this period of his life came his 
monumental work, “The Constitutional History of Episcopal Method- 
ism,” evidently destined to remain the authority in its subject. 

By the General Conference of 1894 Dr. Tigert was elected Book 
Editor, and Editor of “The Methodist Review.” He both improved and 
popularized this old and famous publication. Its pages were enriched 
by articles from his own pen^ chiefiy on philosophical and theological 
subjects, and his versatility was apparent in the Editorial Depart- 
ments and Book Reviews, which soon became an attractive feature. 
It was during the twelve years of his occupancy of this position that 
Dr. Tigert became known to the whole Church. He became widely 
known. North and South, and was much in demand for pulpit and plat- 
form work. The extent of this circle of friends and admirers North 
has been sadly revealed by the numerous articles that his death has 
called forth. 
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Dr. Tigert’s election to the Episcopate by a large majority on 
the first ballot was logical, almost inevitable, and in this the General 
Conference of 1906 but registered the mind of the Church. He was 
profoundly moved by the honor and responsibility conferred upon him, 
and during the following six months was as active in filling his bishop- 
ric as he had been industrious in the cloister of the scholar or the 
works of pastoral life. He had held one Conference, the Illinois, 
and had prepared^ with characteristic care for the great Oklahoma 
Conference at the' seat of which he died. A tabulated and indexed 
digest of the correspondence, including hundreds of letters, relating 
to the Conference, prepared by his own hand, is an example of his 
conscientious care in administration. 

His career was arrested at its noon. Death stopped him in a 
strenuous life and denied the prospects that seemed certain. Divine 
wisdom and love cannot be excluded from even the little accident 
that caused his death. Not a sparrow falls without our Father’s 
knowledge; of how much greater value are his children! We know 
that our brother’s life shall be finished in some way. 

I have never heard him speak of the time or circumstances of his 
conversion. It is probable that by his class-leader father, whom he, as 
a boy, regularly accompanied to Sunday afternoon class, he was early 
led to Christ. After a sermon at Birmingham last May on Christ’s 
Gift of Peace, he said with affectionate familiarity to Rev. R. W. 
Tucker: “Tucker, Tigert knows the way of life.” 

His end, though unexpected, was peace. In the last letter he 
dictated to his wife occur these words: “Whichever turn the road 

takes, I accept it as my Father’s will.”

2. J. B. A. AHRENS, D.D 

J. B. A. Ahrens was born in 1836, in Rinehausen, Germany. While 
but a lad he came to this country, and at Soule University, George- 
town, Texas, (subsequently the Southwestern) he completed his 
education begun in the primary schools of his fatherland. He went 
abroad and in the University of Gottingen pursued theological and 
linguistic studies. It was while a student in Germany that he wrote 
and sold for his maintainence a history of Mexico in the German 
language. • I do not know the date of his license to preach, but it 
was after his return to America that his name first appeared in the 
minutes of the Texas Confernce to which he was admitted on trial 
in 1863. Both date and place of meeting of the Conference are lack- 
ing in the scanty records that survive the period of Civil War. His 
first appointment was that of Army Missionary. In 1864, still on 
trial in the Texas Conference, his appointment was to the pastorate 
of Spring Hill Circuit in addition to that of chaplain of the Army Post 
at Hempstead. The following year he was admitted into full connec- 
tion and ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew. His appointment was 
that of Professor in Soule University, where he was associated with 
three other members of the Texas Conference. In 1866 his nama 
appears among those of the “deacons of one year;” but by transfer 
to the Louisiana Conference it disappears from the list of appoint- 
ments of the Texas Conference, and reappears in that of the Louisiana 
as pastor of Dryades Street Church, New Orleans, at that time having 
a membership of 88 in a total in the city of 976. The occasion of his 
coming to Louisiana was Dr. Keener’s (afterwards Bishop) having 
been attracted by some of his writings in the Watchman,” of New 
York. Bishop Keener knew a man of talent, and with unerring judg- 
ment he laid his hand upon this young German prodigy of learning 
and energy for the important work of shepherding the flock in New 
Orleans. Mr. Ahrens was ordained elder at the Louisiana Conference 
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by Bishop Paine. He continued four years at Dryades Street, and 
was appointed to Craps Street (now Second Church), New Orleans, 
in 1870. He was again pastor at Dryades Street in 1872 and 1873. 

Of the Grerman Mission Conference, including the German work 
in Louisiana and Texas, Dr. Ahrens was a charter member, and in the 
minutes of its first session in 1874, of which he was secretary, his 
name still appears as pastor of Dryades Street Church. To his pas- 
toral labors were added those of Presiding Elder of the New Orleans 
(subsequently known as the Louisiana) District and Editor of the 
Familienf round. With a crange of pastoral charge to Craps Street 
during ’77 and ’78, and relief from the Presiding eldership in ’79, 
his appointment continued the same until ’83, when he became Pre- 
siding Elder without a pastoral charge, but added the Kinderfreund 
to his editorial labors. In 1885 he was pastor of Craps Street and 
Presiding Elder. 

By the incorporation of the Louisiana District of the German 
Mission Conference with the Louisiana Conference Dr. Ahrens found 
himself again, after twenty-one years of labor, in New Orleans, a 
member of the Louisiana Conference. Immigration having ceased, 
the German congregations were losing their distinctives of language, 
and Dr. Ahrens was again appointed pastor of Dryades Street Church, 
with Rev. F. G. Hocutt his associate, it being the purpose to effect 
a change to the use of the English language. The following year 
this great German church was served by Dr. C. W. Carter. The 
transition had been completed, and after twenty-one years of continu- 
ous charge as pastor or Presiding Elder, or both. Dr. Ahrens’ official 
relation to it ceased, though he was still for the remainder of his life 
held in love and veneration by its older members and and occasion- 
ally called to serve in offices of the Church for the living and the dead. 

In 1887 (Conference ’88) Dr. Ahrens went to Craps Street. The fol- 
lowing year he had no pastoral charge; in ’90 and ’91 he was pastor 
of Craps Street and Soraparu Street; in ’92 of Craps Street; in ’93 
and ’94 without pastoral charge; in 1895 pastor of Craps Street 
again. 

- In 1896, health having declined, he located at his own request, 
preferring this to superannuation, as he was financially independent 
and did not wish to become a claimant on the Conference fund. 

Dr. Ahrens was an invalid during the greater part of the period 
of his retirement, but continued to attend his personal affairs with his 
usual sagacity and to interest himself in current events. He died 
April 19, 1906, in the midst of his loved ones and the following day 
his body was laid away, freed at last from racking pain, and the 
tribulations through which he had come up. 

Dr. Ahrens had large original endowments of mental and physical 
constitution, and his accomplishments were proportioned to his op- 
■ portunities, which were great. A bilingual, he probably preached with 
equal ease in German and English; a foreign accent added charm to his 
rare purity and force of diction. I suppose he wrote well in German. 

His literary product in this language was large, both in translation 
and composition in many forms — hymns, theological writings, jour- 
nalistic articles. His English style was sometimes purposely jagged, 
always terse, and, when his theme demanded, powerful. The let- 
ters of “Jean Paul” (his nom deplume) have few equals. His 
spoken discourse was little inferior to his writing in point of style, 
and was delivered with effective energy and enthusiasm. 

I was acquainted with the details of his Christian experience. 

He was a man of simplicity of faith, who knew well the paths that 
lead to God in Christ. He was diligent in business, fervent in spirit, 
serving the Lord, rejoicing in hope, patient in tribulation, steadfast ~ 
in prayer.

MRS. S. S. KEENER. 



Mrs. ANNA BOATNER KEENER was born in East Baton Rouge 
Parish, near Baker, La., Dec. 27, 1853, entered into rest Sept. 8, 1906. 
Her father was Colonel I. H. Boatner, her mother Mrs. Anna Smith 
Young. She was educated at Baton Rouge, La., joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, when 16 years of age, and, though often 
tempted to break the rules of the Church by participating in worldly 
amusements, she was always faithful to her Church vows in her young 
life. She was the oldest of four children and the only daughter of 
the family. Her loving devotion and self-sacrifice as a daughter in 
the hour of long illness of both her father and mother were the out- 
come of the self-forgetful spirit of her Master “who pleased not him- 
self,” but poured out his life for the world. Her life was one of 
loving self-sarcrifice for her Savior and her family. 

In October, 1880, she married the Rev. S. S. Keener, and became 
a true helpmeet in the itinerent ministry. With a heart full of 
deepest sympathy for all in trouble and distress, and full of bounding 
cheer for those who were overborne with difficult task and heart- 
breaking trials, she ministered to many as the pastor’s wife for twenty- 
five years. For fifteen years successively she organized a Children’s 
Missionary Society, forwarding the funds to the City of Mexico to 
aid in the Mary Keener Institute. During the revivals she counselled 
with those under conviction and led them to Christ as a personal 
Savior. As a faithful, earnest Sunday school teacher, she wrought 
for many years. 

She was full of cheerful, Christian sincerity and spurned all mere 
pretenses. The closest scrutiny revealed her character to be noble 
and true. Acquaintances were converted into friends, who loved her 
devotedly the more they knew her. Her devotion to her husband’s 
family was. as full of self-sacrifice as for the members of her own fam- 
' ily. All her own family passed away before she was called. 

After seven long weeks of suffering and pain she passed so pain- 
lessly into Paradise that “she never saw death.” Anticipating death 
during all her illness, her one thought was of the desolation and lone- 
liness of her husband. There was no fear of death; her trust was 
in the death of her Lord, the mercy of her Savior. Morning and 
evening she called for prayer and thp of the Bible. The last 

day of her life she prayed for rest and ease from pain, and the Lord 
came for her at noon. 

She lived not unto herself, but her life was spent for others. 
The Master overtook her like he did the two disciples on the way to 
Emmaus. He received her spirit and in a moment she stepped from 
life to “more abundant life.” She hath done what she could and the 
memory of a noble, self-sacrificing life — lived for others — abides in 
the hearts of many friends far and near throughout the Louisiana Con- 
ference. The most beautiful characteristics of this saintly woman 
were her devotion to her Lord, her fidelity to his Church, her love 
for her husband and the sweet, radiant disposition that illumined her 
own life and scattered sunshine amid those with whom she was as- 
sociated. She is not dead. Her memory is enshrined in the hearts 
of thousands. The writer remembers her sweet voice as it arose in 
hymns of praise in the sanctuary. She went away, and. lo! there was 
silence for an instant in the heavenly throng and another voice was 
added to the choir.

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Mrs. Clara L. Carter, nee Pentecost, was born in Natchez, Miss., 
June 14, 1840. She graduated from the public schools of New Orleans 
in 1858, and was married to Mr. C. W. Carter in Tensas Parish, March 
17, 1859. When, two years later, he decided to enter the Methodist 
ministry, she gladly consented, and became his faithful helpmeet in 
all the varying experiences of that ministry. She passed from her 
earthly labors at Arcadia, La., Oct. 30, 1906. 

One who knew her well sums up thus the springs of her religious 

life: 

“Her religious experience was clear and constant. Her bible was 
her daily guide, and prayer was her supreme delight, and her con- 
fidence in God was unshakable.” 

This religious life, added to a clear mind, a cheerful disposition 
and a loving heart, were the elements of strength with which she 
wrought. Her last illness was protracted, and for months she waited 
in comparative helplessness for the end. Those who ministered to 
her during these months of sickness realized that suffering was having 
its refining effect, and that she was calmly longing for deliverance. 

It was in the home, and as the wife and mother that most of her 
work was done. There for nearly half a century she shared with her 
honored husband the trials and burdens of the Methodist itinerancy, 
and devoted herself to the training of the children whom God gave 
her. Only when the full account of that ministry, of which she was 
the silent helper, shall have been finished and the characters of the 
children whom she successfully reared to maturity shall be judged, 
can her life be fully estimated. Of the six children left behind, two 
are ministers of the gospel, occupying places of honor in the church. 

In the results of her husband’s ministry and in the lives of her 
children must her memoir be chiefly preserved.

M AN ACT OF INCORPORATION. 

An Act to Incorporate the Louisiana Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent- 
!. atives of the State of Louisiana in General Assembly convened. That 

j! John C. Keener, H. N. McTyeire, J. Sanders, R. Randle, J. B. Walker, 

S. J. Davies, L. Parker, Philo M. Goodwyn and L. A. Reed, and their 
associates and successors, such as the Louisiana Conference may from
